SUPPOSE y o u were left a fo rtu n e 
o n co n ditio n y o u wen t abo u t fo r­ 
ev er after with a p ebble in y o u i 
sho e. It seems a small p rice fo r a 
p rin cely In heritan ce bu t a n o v elist 
o n ce dealt with this situ atio n an d 
decided co rrectly that the fo rtu n e 
wo u ld be discarded abo u t the third 
day to g et rid o f the p ebble. 
Ho wev er that may be, there aie 
so me u n fo rtu n ate^, who , in effect, 
hav e all the disco mfo rt o f the p eb­ 
ble witho u t the co n so latio n o f fi­ 
n an cial reward. They are tho se who 
su ffer fro m p lan tar warts. No w 
warts may o ccu r o n an y p art o f the 
bo dy , bu t they are mo st disablin g 
an d p ain fu l when they dev elo p o n 
the so le o f the fo o t. 
Ex act Cau se Un kn o wn 
Their ex act cau se is n o kn o wn 
bu t it has been su g g ested that tn cy 
may be du e to an in fectio n with a 
v iru s. Mo st, warts are easy to deal 
with, bu t p lan tar warts are an o ther 
sto ry . They art v ery stu bbo rn an d 
difficu lt to elimin ate. 
The u su n l treatmen t co n sists o f 
the u se o f X-ray . Ho wev er, su ch 
treatmen ts are n o t alway s av ail­ 
able, an d so metimes they do n o t de­ 
stro y the g ro wth. 


A n ew treatmen t has been p re- 
jen ted which if simp le, do es n o t dls- 
ible the p atien t, an d cu res a hig h 
p ercen tag e. It cau ses n o co mp lica- 
io n s. 
Rin g Pad 
A rin g p ad is p u t aro u n d the wart 
¡0 that when the p atien t p u ts his 
weig ht o n his fo o t, the wart p ro ­ 
tru des thro u g h the ho le in the p ad. 
Then p hen o l o r carbo lic acid is ap ­ 
p lied to the wart in the p ro p er dilu ­ 
tio n an d Immediately fo llo wed with 
n itric acid* The su bstan ces are 
ap p lied carefu lly , In small amo u n ts, 
an d o n ly by the do cto r to make 
su re that ju st the wart itself 


I to u ched by them an d that the su r­ 
ro u n din g n o rmal skin is n o dam­ 
ag ed. 
Befo re tho se su bstan ces are ap - 
p lo ed, the wart is p ared do wn with 
a sharp kn ife o r razo r blade. If 
blisters o r o ther sig n s o f rin g wo rm 
are p resen t in the area o f the wart, 
the treatmen t mu st be delay ed u n ­ 
til this co n ditio n has been cleared 
u p . 
No Disco mfo rt 
In the treatmen t with p hen o l an d 
n itric acid, the p atien t ex p erien ces 
n o disco mfo rt. An o in tmen t, made 
u p o f salicy lic acid an d p laced o v er 
the wart so that it is trimmed mo re 
easily at the time o f the n ex t treat­ 
men t. The en tire p ad is then co v ­ 
ered an d fasten ed to the fo o t with 
strip s o f adhesiv e tap e. 
The p atien t is p ermitted to bathe 
an d is in stru cted to co n tin u e with 
is his u su al activ ities.
